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RESULTS  OF  MARKETING  QUOTA  REFERENDUMS 


Since  the  beginning  of  production  adjustment  programs  in  the  1930' s 
the  referendum  method  has  been  used  to  obtain  — direct  from  individual 
producers  — an  expression  of  their  desire  for  or  against  the  initiation 
or  continuation  of  an  adjustment  measure. 

The  first  actual  referendum  was  held  in  1934,  on  the  question  of  a 
corn-hog  adjustment  program  in  1935.  More  than  half  a million  signers  of 
the  1934  contract  voted  in  this  referendum,  and  more  than  two-thirds  of 
the  number  voting  favored  the  adoption  of  the  new  program.  On  this  man- 
date, the  detailed  program  was  formulated  and  the  contracts  offered  to 
producers. 

Referendums  similar  to  the  corn-hog  vote  also  were  used  early  in  pro- 
duction adjustment  history  among  cotton  and  tobacco  growers  to  determine 
whether  the  Bankhead  and  Kerr-Smith  Acts  should  be  continued  in  effect  in 
the  1935  season. 

When  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938  was  enacted,  referendums 
were  directed  in  connection  with  marketing  quotas  for  the  six  so-called 
"basic"  crops  — wheat,  cotton,  rice,  peanuts,  corn,  and  tobacco.  The 
quotas  are  for  use  under  conditions  of  heavy  supply;  they  provide  a method 
of  allocating  the  available  market  among  the  farms  growing  the  crop;  they 
are  made  effective  through  farm  acreage  allotments,  and  monetary  penalties, 
when  applicable,  on  production  or  marketings  from  excess  acreage  if  the 
acreage  exceeds  the  farm  allotment. 

With  a few  exceptions,  the  marketing  quota  programs  provided  in  1938  — 
and  the  referendums  which  approve  their  use  — are  still  current.  However, 
quotas  were  never  in  effect  for  corn,  and  the  quota  authority  for  this  crop 
was  repealed  in  1954  (corn  allotments  were  ended  with  the  1958  crop.) 

Special  legislation  exempts  wheat  and  upland  cotton  from  marketing  quotas 
through  the  1977  crop. 

No  marketing  quota  program  can  be  put  into  effect  without  the  approval  of 
at  least  two-thirds  of  the  producers  voting  in  a national  referendum.  When 
quotas  are  approved  by  growers  voting  in  a referendum,  the  quotas  apply  to 
all  producers  of  the  crop.  A special  marketing  quota  program  for  flue-cured 
tobacco  provides  poundage  quotas  as  well  as  acreage  allotments  when  approved 
by  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  farmers  voting  in  a referendum.  A poundage 
program  is  in  effect  for  hurley  tobacco.
